Any accident which 
discharges a rocket in a crowd before hem" 
pointed upwards, is almost certain to do se- 
rious injury, and a careful, intelligent per- 
son only, should be entrusted with these 
dangerous missives.

in a few feet of him. 
He was watching its 


course, and moved his position to avo;d it. 
That rocket and many others were fired 
carelessly from the immediate vicinity. 


What a pity that some one of our in- 


ventive Yankee countrymen does not in- 
vent a rocket and stick which would ex- 
plode to fragment, when its height is attain- 
ed. If such a rocket were produced, then 
we should prohibit, by law, the use of tha 
present dangerous kind.—N. Y. Sun.

17lli \Vai'd. The military wen* under :irms 
during tho evening, luit (hero was no occa- 
sion for th'-ir SIT vices. The Police remain- 
ed in their statinn liouse.s, and did not at- 
tempt to patrol tlie ward, tearing their pres- 
ence would he the signal for a renewal of 
tlie rioting of the preceding day. 


The fnnerul ot'MulIer, who was killed in 


thc riot on Sunday, took place at -1 o'clock. 
There was an immense attendance of Ger- 
mans, and a large body of policemen were 
in reserve in the result of the excitement 
leading to a further hreach of the peace. — 
The procession took for part ofits route the 
Bowery , and in passing the .station-hou.se, 
exhibited n. hanner, with the words — " Killed 
hy the Metropolitan Police !" inscribed 
tliL-reon. Tlie Germans, live abreast, and 
about three hundred in number, halted as 
they passed, and booted and ;;honted at the 
police, hut no assault was attempted. 


At the indignation meeting iu the evening 


about five thousand were present. The 
speakers all violently denounced the police, 
but advised the people to remain quiet, and 
to appeal to the ballot- box for redress.
